using  any  real  property  in  any  way  necessary  or 
convenient  for  said  purposes  without  the  consent  of 
the  owners  of  the  real  property,  subject  to  the 
restrictions  contained  in  Part  XV.  of  said  Act: 

And  whereas  by  subsection  (193)  of  said  section 
53  of  said  Act  it  is  provided  that  in  every  munici-
